SUBJECT  :  Atrocities  in  and  around  Vigan,  Ilocos  Sur,  P.  I.,  10 

December  1941  to  3  April  1945. 
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jXirlng  the  ceried  from  10  Docomber  1941  to  3  April  1945,  Japan— 
oee  soldiors  stationed  at  and  around  Vigan,  Ilocos  Sur,  P.  I.,  following 
their  usual  pattern  of  operation  against  innocent  civil iana,  raided  and 
looted  private  homes,  killed  and  mistreated  a  number  cf  poraons. 

On  10  December  1941,  upon  entering  tho  town  of  Vigan,  the 
Japanoao  fired  upon  a  couple  killing  tho  wlfo  (R  58). 

On  13  Soptomber  1942,  thirtoon  poraona  were  arreatod  and  tortured 
and  later  two  of  tho  prisoners  wore  killed  by  shooting  (R  22,  25). 

On  10  April  1944,  six  Japanese  dragged  a  woman  into  a  houao  in 
San  Vicente.  The  woman  triod  to  get  away  from  the  Japanese  by  jumping  out 
of  the  window,  but  aho  was  ovort  ken  and  found  dead  with  bayonet  wounds  a 

few  momenta  afterwards  (R  42).

On  27  August  1944,  Japanese  soldiers  fired  upon  people  toon  con¬ 
gregated  in  the  cockpit  in  Santa  Catalina,  wounding  one  and  probably  kill¬ 
ing  aevoral  persona  (R  9,  12).  On  20  October  1944,  thirty  persona  wore 
arrested  and  brought  to  tho  Bantry  garrison  whore  tho  prisoners  were  tur- 
turod.  One  of  the  prisoners  wes  never  released  13).  On  15  November 
194-1  three  prisoners  were  beheaded  in  Vigan  (R  20).  On  27  .ocombcr  1  , 

aovoral  persona  were  rounded  up  in  Tarries  San  Julian  and  Capangpangan, 
Vigen,  After  thoir  houses  were  looted.  Tho  prisoners  wore tortured,; and 
on  7  January  1945,  nine  wf  the  prisonera  were  boheaded  IR  1-9,  15,  19J* 

In  March  1945,  eight  persons  wore  bayonetted  to  death  and  three 
others  wore  probably  killed  in  Rente*  ani  Vigen  (R  45,  48,  52). 

On  2  April  1945,  four  nan  wore  behoadod  in  Vigan  (R  27),  and  on 
3  April  1946,  the  Japnoao  looted  the  houses  in  Barrio  Lanauangao,  Caoayan, 
and  then  killed  at  loast  six  persons  (R  34).
